This is an important 
Jaw for us, as we can support our criminals on our town 
farm, where they can be made to labor, cheaper than at 
the County Jail. 

The Receipts for the space of time embraced in this 
Report have been small. The war now existing has de- 
prived us of a large part of the persons who have usually 
figured in our Police Court. The general prostration of 
business, also, has not been without its effects on this 
institution.

It will be perceived by the foregoing accounts, published 
by the Treasurer, that a large amount has been expended 
for the support of paupers outside ot the Alms House.— 
This, in my opinion, is one of the worst of evils; and is 
calculated to encourage, rather than prevent, pauperism. 
In almost every instance where I have assisted a family 
which contained one able-bodied man, I have ‘found that 
something besides a lack of employment was the cause of 
the pauperism. There are some cases where it is well to 
furnish some relief to families at their own dwellings, but 
where the town are compelled to pay house rent and furn- 
ish nearly all the supplies for the family, such families 
should, at once, be removed to the Alms House. The only 
reason [ have to give why this course has not been pur- 
sued, is the lack of room at the Alms House. I hope, for 
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the benefit of the town, that an addition of from ten to 
fifteen sleeping rooms may shortly be made to our present 
buildings on the farm. - Every pauper who receives the 
whole, or nearly all of his or her support from the town, 
should receive it at the farm. J hope the town will make 
the necessary appropriation to so enlarge our buildings at 
the Farm as to enable the Overseer of the Poor to move 
both Town and County Paupers to the Alms House.
